Lon don , July 7.—The most important 
speech made by the marquis of Salisbury 
since his accession to office was made in the 
house of lords this evening. 
The new pre­ 
mier dealt only with the foreign relations 
of 
the country, 
and plainly intimated 
that the Tories have a policy of their own 
fcq 
enforce both 
in 
regard to 
Rus­ 
sia 
and Egypt. 
He said that the gov­ 
ernment felt obliged to fulfill the pledges 
given by the preceding catanet. 
In regard 
to the Afgoanistan difficulty, he said, it was 
true that an agreement had been made, but 
the country could not rely upon promise 
alone. 
He held it to be the duty of the 
government to do all that was possible 
to 
defend 
the frontier with a 
firm 
front, 
and to roll 
back the 
tide of 
war. 
This announcement was received with 
tumultuous and loug-continued applause. In 
speak ing of the Egyptian fsituation, the pre 
mier intimated that the government did not 
intend to abandon the Soudan yet, but 
recognized and proposed to fulfill its obliga­ 
tions to establish a stable government be­ 
fore withdrawing from the country. 
The 
speech is generally admitted to be a solid, 
firm, 
and 
dignified 
declaration 
of 
the 
principles which 
are 
to 
shape 
the 
Tory 
policy. 
The 
Tories 
are 
delighted with it. 
The Whigs are non-com­ 
mittal, preferring to await the practical ap-„ 
plication of the theories advanced before 
passing judgment, and only the Radicals 
are angry. 
They have long been clamorous 
for peace, and they assumed that the Tories 
would simply act as the executors of their 
predecessors’ will in carrying out (be Gran- 
ville-De Giers agreement and completing 
the evacuation of the Soudan. 
Lord Salis­ 
bury’s speech has rudely shak en that as­ 
sumption. 
The marquis of Salisbury referred to the 
domestic policy of his government 
He said 
it was intended to avoid contentious legisla­ 
tion and to promote only such measures as 
were necessary. 
These would include, per­ 
haps, the secretary for Scotland bill. 
He 
would wind up the session at the earliest 
date possible, and expressed the hope that 
the general elections would be held Nov. 17. 
The earl of Carnarvoran, lord lieutenant 
of Ireland, said that the crimes act had 
effected the purpose of the government in 
securing its passage, and it would be unwise 
to renew it at this time. 
By appealing to 
the better feelings of the peopl» he hoped to 
facilitate the passage of the land purchase 
bill and to amend the laborers set of 1883. 
The unsuccessful attempt made by Mr. 
Brad laugh to obtain recognition as a mem­ 
ber of tne bouse of common« from North­ 
ampton was the tamest of the many demon­ 
strations of the same k ind which this famous 
agitator has made. 
The incident attracted 
but little attention in or out of the h ouse, 
and was in mark ed contrast with former oc­ 
casions when he has marched to the parlia­ 
ment building at the head of thousands of 
men and k ept the house in a wrangle and 
uproar the entire evening. 
The first sign of Radical enmity to the 
policy of the government was given in the 
house of commons by Sir Wilfred Lawson, 
who gave notioe that be would move to re­ 
fuse to grant to the government the entire 
command of the time of the house. 
Tuesday morning papers generally, and 
The Times especially, approve Lord Salis­ 
bury’s statement in the house of lords to the 
effect that the government will continue 
the policy adopted by Mr. Gladstone in the 
m atter of settling the Afghan boundary 
question and the negotiations with Russia 
to that end. 
The Times commends the 
Egyptian policy as sound and sagacious. 
The Standard is of the opinion that the 
action of the government in dropping the 
coercion measures is a grave mistak e and

to sentimentalism.

It you are in Constantinople, and tbo sul­ 
tan intimates that it would g ive him pleas­ 
ure to open tho doors of tho treasury for 
your inspection, you should not lose the op­ 
portunity. 
It is a privileg e not easily ob­ 
tained. 
Throug h the “Aug ust Gate,” within 
the walls of the old serag lio, you can pene­ 
trate; ovortha lawns and around the tree 
of the janissaries you can wander; but at 
the “Gate of Health” a Turkish g uard de­ 
mands your firman—th at talisman without 
which all entreaties are useless. 
If, after 
waiting , this firman is broug ht in person by 
an aid-de-camp of the sultan, what was 
civility becomes deference. 
The g uards 
who a moment ag o waved you aside that a 
black eunich mig ht pass and be saluted, 
new present arms to you, and another 
eunich, a tall white fellow, comes forth tc 
receive his hig hness’ command. 
To the treasury is but a stop, and whence 
all those attendants so suddenly spring is 
surprising . 
You are not, as you imag ined, 
alone with the aid-de-camp and the white 
eunuch, 
for hero 
are twenty or, more 
g uardians of the treasury rang ed on either 
side of tho massive doors. 
The ceremony of 
entering is in itself imposing . 
Tho locks are 
elaborate and tho mechanism intricate. The 
chief of the g uards unlock one bolt, which 
be hands to the man on his rig h t 
A pad­ 
lock ho g ives t > an assistant on the left, and 
then along the dig nified line he slowly dis- 
tributes one piece after another of the 
ponderous combination. 
The door is thrown open, and the treasury 
is before you. 
At tho entrance stands the 
famous throne which in 1514 was captured 
from the shah of Persia. Aud it is here that 
you utter your first exclamations of wonder 
and 
ad m iration—expressions of 
fooling 
which increase in intensity as your eyes rest 
upon the dazzling display, until words and 
t:h ug hts fail to convey even to yourself any 
estimate of the wealth about you. 
This 
throne is porhaps three feet hig h and about 
the -arne across, aud is one mass of dia­ 
monds, emeralds, rubies and turq uoises. 
Over it is susjien led a g olden eg g of more 
than a foot in diameter, and this eg g sparkles 
and g litters with the precious stones with 
which it is studded. 
In the cases on every 
hand are rare treasures. 
Diamonds are 
every where—q uarts of diamonds; there are 
turq uoises around and between thess dia­ 
monds— pecks of turq uoises; and this is no 
exag g eration. 
There are emeralds of such 
wonderful s-iz j and value as to be beyond any 
estimate. 
In two cases there are two emer­ 
ald’s, one tbo size of a man's clenched hand, 
the other flat and as larg e as a hand ex­ 
tended. 
There are sword-hilts of solid em­ 
eralds. 
Tho famous jewel of Bang kok must 
be overshadowed iu comparison. 
To realize the pearls, imag ine a table cover 
of beautiful pattern and exq uisite embroid­ 
ery, and then fancy that there has been a 
hail of pearls ten minutes, and that they 
have all clung to this cover. 
That would 
be one piece of tapestry, and there are scores 
of them hang ing in this room; and the pearls 
are as larg e as peas. 
That was bead-work 
in the reig n of some Ottoman ruler. 
There are g ems in bulk; rare old China 
va-es filled to the brim with hug e emeralds; 
Japanese tureens overflowing with mag nifi­ 
cent pearls; decorated plates heaped up with 
coral beads 
like 
ripe 
cherries; 
g olden 
silvers blazing with the lig ht of hundreds 
of immense 
diamonds; and scattered about 
with a lavish hand lie the j>alo and beauti­ 
ful turq uoises like blooming flowers, aa un­ 
pretending 
bed 
for 
all 
this 
wondrous 
beauty. 
Thera 
the cradle in which ten sultans 
have rocked, and 
whose every motion sent 
forth rays as brilliant as the g lory of their 
career; their little school-bag s hang here, 
and -lill shimmer 
in their crust of g ems, 
fkauionds, 
diamonds—everywhere 
is 
the 
-litter >i diamonds. Surely they must have 
b on g uardians 
of tho treasury who first 
dreamed of tho “Arabian Nig hts.” 
Presents 
from foreig n m a g na te s rival each other in 
value and splendor. Here is another jeweled 
throne, and 
over 
it hang a ruby and an 
emerald of fabulous size. Au Indian rajah’s 
g ift, a marvel of beauty, is in heig ht four 
inches only, but in di-.sig n most exq uisite. 
A rajah i- seated on a throne, and over 
the throne 1-. a canopy; in front is a slave. 
The body of the rajah Is a sing le pearl; the 
w act ani trunk of the slave of another pearl 
< f curious shape; tho leg s and arms are solid 
masses of diamonds; the canopy is of dia- 
ir.nil. 
The effect is beyond description. 
You feei such surrounding *; you cease to 
talk—what, indeed, can you say? 
Turn as 
v u will, the diamonds tla>h at you, the 
ruble-. tiro at you, the i» oarls soothe you, and 
the whole intoxicates you. 
You see tho 
r.id-de-camp smiling , but proud of his sul­ 
tan's treasures, the accumulated treasure of 
over thirty ruler.' of the g reat Ottoman em­ 
pire. 
With an odd m ixture of half-formed 
thoug hts, you pass into another room. 
A 
g dden column confronts you, 
a model 
cf tho Trajan monument; over six feet 
in heig ht and eig ht inches in diameter, it is 
imposing , but doe* not surprise you. 
You 
are prepared to see wails and fl*>ors of solid 
g old—you almost expect i t 
Over your heal 
hang g olden bird-eug es with clocks at their 
base. 
As is proper and becoming , the hours 
are indicated by diamond fig ures. 
You mount to a g allery and look at the 
orig inal costumes of a score of dead ruler-*. 
The robes are mag nificently embroidered, 
the turbans are immense, diamond* are tan­ 
g led in the plumes, and the sword hilts are 
sing le g ems. 
The older the date, the richer 
the dress, but all with turban* and robe*, 
until the thirteenth sovereig n adopt* the fez 
and the red trouasers in use to-day.
